That  blaze  of  autumn  in  the  country  which  adorns  the  front 
cover  is  actually  a  choice  spot  on  the  campus  of  Virginia 
Technological  Institute.  The  little  niche  of  Virginia  country¬ 
side  is  known  as  Duck  Pond.  We  are  bringing  you  this 
particular  campus  scene  as  a  way  of  announcing  a  new  Theta 
colony  at  Virginia  Tech  in  Blacksburg,  VA.  Seventy-six 
pledges  of  Epsilon  Nu  colony  will  be  initiated  when  the 
chapter  is  installed  in  November. 

There  are  more  chapters  in  the  planning  stages.  A  colony  at 
Brown  University  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  soon  to  be  a 
chapter,  will  keep  the  name  of  the  Theta  chapter  once  at 
Brown,  which  left  us  back  in  1912,  Alpha  Epsilon.  Villanova 
University  became  the  home  of  the  newest  Theta  colony  at  a 
special  rush  and  pledging  the  weekend  of  September  13.  The 
prospective  chapter  at  Villanova,  PA  will  be  added  to  the 
roster  as  Epsilon  Xi. 

One  of  the  rewards  of  being  an  editor  is  that  occasionally 
you  discover  new  talent  and  form  new  friendships  among 
Thetas  you  don’t  even  know.  Joan  Abernathy,  who  wrote  the 
story  about  the  Theta  archives  on  the  opposite  page  came  to 
my  attention  quite  by  accident  and  some  prodding.  She  sent 
me  a  story  I  couldn’t  use,  but  immediately  recognized  as 
having  been  written  by  someone  with  talent.  Having  searched 
for  someone  in  the  Evanston  area  to  interview  Mary  Edith 
Arnold  and  write  the  story  of  the  updating  of  the  Theta 
archives,  it  didn’t  take  long  to  see  that  possibility  in  this  new 
Theta  contact.

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Activating  the  Archives: 

A  Labor  of  Love

Appointed  by  Grand  Council  to  fill  a  vacancy,  Mary 
Edith  Arnold,  Alpha  Mu,  Missouri,  assumed  the  office 
of  National  Archivist  for  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  in  Jan¬ 
uary  1981.  At  the  time  she  admittedly  “knew  just  a 
little.  ”  Today  she  knows  just  a  lot  about  archival  collec¬ 
tions,  Theta’s  in  particular. 

Mary  Edith  says  serving  as  National  Archivist  has  en¬ 
riched  her  life.  She  has  dedicated  the  past  two  and  a 
half  years  to  learning  “as  much  as  possible’’  about  pro¬ 
cessing  and  preservation  procedures  while  familiarizing 
herself,  and  others  with  Theta’s  “exceptional’’  archival 
collection.  This  includes  some  200  linear  feet  of  frater¬ 
nity  documents,  records  and  publications  going  back  to 
1870,  song  books,  correspondence,  photographs  and 
memorabilia  plus  badges,  jewelry,  scrapbooks  and 
silver  serving  pieces. 

There  are  also  two  tintypes  from  1870  and  sound 
tapes  and  recordings  from  more  recent  times. 

Mary  Edith’s  interest  was  first  awakened  when  she 
undertook  to  restore  and  conserve  historic  papers  and 
old  photos  for  her  own  family  genealogy.  Now  as  Ar¬ 
chivist  that  avocation  has  become  a  true  vocation  .  .  . 
and  her  enthusiasm  in  activating  the  archives  is  con¬ 
tagious. 

Initially,  she  set  about  to  sort  through  and  identify 
the  various  bound  and  loose  materials,  housed  in  one 
room,  approximately  12'  x  12',  at  Central  Office  in 
Evanston.  (The  Archives  were  kept  at  Alpha,  DePauw 
until  1966.) 

To  implement  her  program  of  reorganization  and 
conservation,  Mary  Edith  drew  up  a  budget  and  was 
glad  to  receive  $4,800  from  the  Loyally  in  Theta  Fund 
.  .  .  but  she  didn’t  spend  it  all  that  first  year.  One  exam¬ 
ple  of  her  prudence  is  how  she  scouted  Northwest  Sub¬ 
urban  flea  markets  in  order  to  have  a  humidity  cham¬ 
ber,  an  essential  for  restoring  moisture  to  dried,  brittle 
papers  and  photos.  She  finally  found  the  perfect  airtight 
container  for  the  purpose  .  .  .  a  2Vi  foot-high  green  an¬ 
tique  flour  bin  for  $6.50! 

Mary  Edith  approaches  the  use  of  the  innovated 
humidifier  with  caution  as  she  and  her  volunteer 
assistants  enlisted  from  the  Chicago-Northwest  Sub¬ 
urban  Alumnae  Chapter,  experiment  with  “relaxing’’ 
rolled  documents  and  photographs  so  that  they  may  be 
flattened  and  protectively  stored. 

Photographs  Are  Rich  Resources 

Theta’s  Archivist  considers  the  photos,  many  from 
the  late  1800s  and  early  1900s,  to  be  among  the  collec¬ 
tion’s  richest  resources.  They  have  been  inventoried  and 
identified  before  placement  in  mylar  sleeves.  These  are 
then  put  into  archival  envelopes  in  a  self-filing  system.

With  funding,  Mary  Edith  also  gradually  replaced  or¬ 
dinary  file  folders  and  manila  envelopes  with  inert,  non- 
acidic  folders  and  boxes  for  safer  storage.  In  going 
through  the  materials  she  removed  vast  quantities  of 
scotch  tape,  metal  paper  clips  and  staples,  which  over 
the  years  are  damaging  to  paper. 

Because  “whatever  I’m  doing,  I  want  to  do  profes¬ 
sionally,’’  she  has  attended  a  number  of  seminars  and 
conferences  starting  with  the  1981  Spring  Midwest  Ar¬ 
chives  Conference  in  Chicago.  She  has  also  visited  the 
Delta  Gamma  and  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  collections  in 
Columbus,  Ohio. 

In  addition,  she  enrolled  for  spring  term  this  year  in 
Northwestern  University  Archivist  Patrick  Quinn’s  class 
in  archival  management.  Every  Thursday  evening  she 
and  her  husband  Bob  had  an  early  supper  date  in  Evans¬ 
ton,  she  driving  in  from  Arlington  Heights  and  he  ar¬ 
riving  by  train  from  his  management  position  with 
Velsicol  Chemical  Co.  in  Chicago.  Then  while  she  went 
to  class  from  7-9:30,  he  read  in  the  library  and  waited  to 
drive  her  home. 

Mary  Edith  also  sought  expert  opinion  and  recom¬ 
mendations  on  care  and  management  specifically  di¬ 
rected  to  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  archives.  She  used 
$300  of  her  allocation  to  have  a  records  management 
survey  conducted  by  Mary  Ann  Bamberger,  a  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois  at  Chicago  archivist.  (Records  manage¬ 
ment  controls  the  accumulation  of  records  generated  by

personnel  of  an  organization  for  either  their  regular 
transfer  to  the  archives  or  for  their  disposal.) 

In  her  report  Ms.  Bamberger  noted: 

.  .  .  The  in-house  archives,  if  properly  funded 
and  administered,  can  ensure  the  preservation  of 
records  and  ready  accessibility  of  them  .  .  . 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  is  safeguarding  its  interest  in 
documenting  its  role  in  history,  particularly  since 
it  was  “the  first  Greek-letter  fraternity  known 
among  women.”  .  .  . 

An  Assist  from  National  Endowment 
For  the  Humanities 

A  real  coup  was  obtaining  a  Basic  Archival  Conserva¬ 
tion  Program  grant  to  have  a  consultant  review  the 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  archives  and  make  an  evaluation. 
Mary  Lynn  Ritzenthaler,  Society  of  American  Ar¬ 
chivists,  performed  the  service  which  was  funded  by  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities. 

Ms.  Ritzenthaler  in  a  comprehensive  report  dated 
Feb.  7,  1983,  wrote: 

I  was  very  impressed  with  the  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  Archives.  The  collection  has  been  assem¬ 
bled  and  managed  in  a  very  professional  manner. 
The  Archivist  has  proceeded  quite  properly  in 
focusing  on  arrangement  and  description  of 
these  records,  and  these  functions  are  funda¬ 
mental  to  building  a  sound  conservation  pro¬ 
gram.  .  .  . 

The  consultant  also  confirmed  what  Mary  Edith  has 
believed  since  undertaking  her  responsibilities: 

The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  archives  constitute  a 
rich  resource  for  the  study  of  the  development  of 
the  fraternity,  as  well  as  the  history  of  women, 
education,  and  women’s  organizations,  among 
other  topics.  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  is  to  be  com¬ 
mended  for  recognizing  the  importance  of  its 
historical  files,  both  for  administrative  purposes 
and  scholarly  research.  .  .  . 

From  the  start,  Mary  Edith  says  she  realized  the 
Theta  archives  were  “too  valuable  an  educational 
resource  to  keep  to  ourselves. 

“There  will  always  be  some  restricted  materials,”  she 
quickly  adds,  “but  the  bulk  should  be  open.” 

Archives  Contents  To  Be  Shared 

Sharing  the  contents  with  Thetas  and  responsible 
researchers  is  a  goal  to  become  closer  to  reality  with  the 
impending  opening  of  the  new  permanent  headquarters 
on  Founders  Road  in  College  Park,  Indianapolis. 

Probably  the  most  exciting  news  regarding  the  ar¬ 
chives  in  the  handsome  facility  is  that  there  will  be  two 
spacious  rooms  planned  and  furnished  expressly  for 
that  purpose.  The  first  is  on  the  main  floor,  measures 
13'  x  18'  and  will  provide  work,  reading  and  storage 
space.  The  second,  on  the  lower  level  measures  23'  x 
10'  and  will  be  the  principal  repository.  With 
knowledgeable  input  from  Mary  Lynn  Ritzenthaler  con¬ 
cerning  stable  optimum  temperatures,  relative  humid-

ity  and  security,  Mary  Edith  has  worked  closely  with  the 
building  committee  in  designing  the  archival  rooms  to 
fit  today’s  needs  and  to  allow  for  long-range  needs.  She 
has  also  suggested  appropriate  display  and  exhibit  cases 
for  different  areas  of  the  headquarters. 

In  anticipation  of  the  move  to  Indianapolis  in  late 
July,  Theta’s  Archivist  worked  even  more  hours  than 
usual  to  see  that  the  collection  would  be  transported 
safely  in  an  organized  manner.  A  workshop  in  April  of 
Theta  volunteers  was  especially  helpful  in  treating  the 
leather  bindings  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine 
collection  (dating  back  to  1885).  The  volumes  required 
applications  of  potassium  lactate  and  neat’s-foot  oil  to 
dress  and  preserve  the  leather  before  being  packed. 

Attesting  to  the  quality  of  her  performance,  Mary 
Edith  was  asked  by  Grand  Council  to  continue  with  her 
work  after  the  archives  are  established  in  the  new  In¬ 
dianapolis  office.  She  accepted  although  it  will  involve 
frequent  travel  between  her  home  and  Indianapolis.  She 
is  planning  to  spend  several  days  there  every  month. 

“I’m  really  excited  and  am  looking  forward  to  work¬ 
ing  with  volunteers  in  the  Indianapolis  area,”  she  says. 
“They  will  be  invited  to  assist  with  conservation,  dis¬ 
plays  or  finding  aids,  whatever  happens  to  be  in  their  in¬ 
terest.” 

The  next  major  effort  after  relocation  and  processing 
completion  will  be  to  further  develop  the  access  system 
by  cataloging  the  resources.  “Very  few  women’s  frater¬ 
nities  have  tried  to  make  their  collections  accessible,” 
she  notes.  “We  will  be  in  the  forefront.” 

Reporting  to  Grand  Council  in  January,  Mary  Edith 
wrote: 

I  continue  to  be  amazed  at  how  our  records  reflect  the 
contributions  Thetas  have  made,  individually  and  col¬ 
lectively,  in  response  to  the  times  within  which  they 
lived.  It’s  a  privilege  to  work  with  such  a  collection. 

And  Thetas  everywhere  can  be  grateful  for  her  labors 
and  that  she  feels  as  she  does  about  the  treasures  in  our 
keeping. 
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Theta  on  the  move 

Officers'  Conference  1983 

Stillwater  meeting  for  district  and  special 
officers  preceded  Leadership  Conference 


As  if  to  prepare  for  the  big  event 
of  moving  the  national  headquarters 
from  Evanston  to  Indianapolis  this 
summer,  the  theme  of  the  1983  Of¬ 
ficers’  Conference,  “Theta  on  the 
Move’’  has  become  a  slogan. 

The  23  college  district  presidents 
and  21  alumnae  district  presidents 
and  assorted  special  officers  who  at¬ 
tended  Officers’  Conference  in  Still¬ 
water,  OK  at  the  Beta  Zeta  chapter 
house,  started  things  moving  during 
the  three  days  of  training  and  review 
that  preceded  the  arrival  of  college 
delegates  for  Leadership  Confer¬ 
ence. 

The  number  of  district  officers 
has  been  increased  by  two  in  the  col¬ 
lege  ranks  the  past  year  to  accom¬ 
modate  new  chapters  in  the  north¬ 
east  and  one  in  Virginia.  Yes,  we’re 
on  the  move. 

Speaking  at  the  opening  session 
of  the  Officers’  Conference,  Grand 
President  Lissa  Bradford  told  the 
Theta  volunteers  who  comprise  the 
middle  level  management  structure 
of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  that  the  two 
main  assets  which  enable  them  to 
become  efficient  and  effective  of¬ 
ficers  are  dedication  and  respon¬ 
sibility. 

She  reminded  the  college  district

presidents  that  during  the  years 
when  teenagers  are  turning  into 
adults,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  provides 
an  environment  in  which  they  are 
encouraged  to  rise  above  medi¬ 
ocrity,  develop  their  scholastic 
potential  to  the  fullest,  test  their 
leadership  skills,  accept  responsi¬ 
bility  for  their  actions,  and  learn 
that  real  happiness  comes  from 
sharing  themselves  with  others. 

“Through  the  guidance  we  give  as 
officers  and  the  role  models  we  pro¬ 
vide  for  impressionable  young 
women,  our  jobs  are  awesomely 
worthwhile.  We  are  touching  in  a 
very  positive  way  the  lives  of  tomor¬ 
row’s  mothers,  teachers,  business, 
professional,  political  and  civic 
leaders.  This  is  hardly  frivolous 
work,’’  the  Grand  President  said. 

To  the  alumnae  district  presidents 
she  spoke  of  the  needs  of  our 
members  beyond  the  college  years 
and  the  role  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 


serves  in  helping  to  meet  these 
needs.  “They  need  friends,  diver¬ 
sions,  leadership  opportunities, 
others  to  care  about  and  others  to 
care  about  them.  They  need  civic 
and  charitable  involvements,  they 
need  social  outlets,  and  they 
need  companionship.  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  fills  these  needs  with  our 
organized  alumnae  program.  By 
bringing  our  alumnae  together 
through  chapters  and  clubs  we  pro¬ 
vide  a  continuing  impetus  for  per¬ 
sonal  growth  and  service  to  others, 
and  a  circle  of  friends  for  support 
and  companionship. 

Yes,  1983  is  an  exciting  time  to  be 
on  the  Theta  officer  team,  for  Theta 
is  on  the  move.  Not  only  are  the 
business  headquarters  of  the  frater¬ 
nity  moving,  but  every  program  in 
the  fraternity  is  gearing  for  a  for¬ 
ward  thrust.  Extension,  careers, 
scholarship,  whatever  .  .  .  we’re 
moving  ahead.

Yes  it  does  describe  the  state  of  the  fraternity,  and  yet 
Theta  on  the  move  has  meaning  beyond  the  relocation 
of  the  business  in  its  move  to  a  new  headquarters  build¬ 
ing  in  Indianapolis.  That  phrase  also  describes  a  healthy 
and  prosperous  organization.  It  speaks  of  goals  and  ob¬ 
jects  and  a  plan  for  achieving  them.  To  move  forward 
while  maintaining  fraternity  standards,  to  grow  at  a 
pace  compatible  with  the  resources  of  the  fraternity, 
and  to  make  the  undergraduate  Theta  experience  a  pro¬ 
ductive  one  and  a  powerful  influence  for  good,  these  are 
some  of  the  objectives  underlying  the  specific  learning 
experience  of  Leadership  Conference. 

Theta  on  the  move  keeps  Leadership 
Conference  delegates  on  three  tracks 


Getting  down  to  the  “how  to’’  of  the  leadership  train¬ 
ing  aspect  of  the  conference,  this  June  1983  meeting  was 
based  on  three  “tracks’’  or  subjects  of  emphasis  ...  all 
going  on  simultaneously.  Most  chapters  had  a  represen¬ 
tative  at  each  track. 

To  the  President’s  Track  went  the  official  college 
chapter  delegates,  where  they  discussed  campus  and 
community  awareness,  problem  solving,  chapter  pro¬ 
gramming,  ritual,  and  leadership  techniques.  They 
moved  in  on  the  finance  track  for  a  time,  and  in  a 
general  session  they  heard  a  lecture  on  chapter  liability 
by  David  Westol,  Assistant  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
Kalamazoo,  MI. 

The  Finance  Track  kept  treasurers,  chapter  financial 
advisers,  and  house  corporation  personnel  busy. 

The  third  subject  of  emphasis  this  year  was  member¬ 
ship  selection,  and  the  Rush  Track  seminars  involved 
chapter  rush  personnel,  rush  advisers  and  “floating’’ 
chapter  visitors  on  discussions  that  ranged  all  the  way 
from  “the  system,”  conversation  pointers,  “selling 
Theta,”  and  rush  skits,  to  membership  selection  meet¬ 
ings,  and  recommendations  ...  all  with  the  expectation 
of  building  chapter  strength  by  reaching  a  quota  of  top- 
notch  pledges. 

In  an  address  to  the  conference  Grand  President  Lissa 
Bradford  revealed  some  of  the  signs  that  we  are  on  the 
right  track — keeping  in  mind  Theta’s  reasons  for  being. 

Chapters  are  right  on  when  they 

^  view  membership  selection  as  a  serious  responsi¬ 
bility, 

^  stress  pledge  education  as  a  period  of  instruction  and 
enlightenment  rather  than  learning  how  to  be  obedi¬ 
ent  pledges, 

ts  require  members  to  accept  responsibility  for  their  ac¬ 
tions  and  behavior, 


elect  officers  for  their  leadership  qualities,  past  ser¬ 
vice  and  dedication,  not  for  popularity  or  perso¬ 
nality, 

**  demonstrate  concern  for  the  less  fortunate  in  worth¬ 
while  service  projects. 

This  list  while  not  all-inclusive  reinforces  our  quest 
for  excellence  by  recognizing  members  for  their  positive 
contributions,  and  holding  them  accountable  for  their 
shortcomings,  Lissa  Bradford  explained.

One  certain  gauge  we  have  to  determine  the  direction 
in  which  we  are  moving  is  the  kind  of  experience  we 
provide  for  our  members.  “A  woman  who  spends  four 
years  in  college  as  a  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  should  gain 
something  worthwhile  in  the  process.”  With  these 
words  of  advice  and  admonition  fresh  in  their  minds, 
the  college  delegates  and  visitors  set  to  the  task  of  refin¬ 
ing  the  small  points  that  will  help  them  achieve  the  big 
goals.

Always  a  busy  center  of  transportation,  finance,  and 
education,  Nashville  today  pulses  with  new  vigor,  syn¬ 
chronized  with  the  beat  of  America’s  music.  Because  of 
the  key  roll  Nashville  plays  in  the  music  industry,  the 
city  is  often  referred  to  as  “Music  City  U.S.A.” 

Nashville  is  where  it’s  happening — where  the  stars 
come  to  record  and  to  appear  in  an  increasing  number 
of  motion  pictures  and  television  spectaculars,  where 
thousands  pack  the  Grand  Ole  Opry  House  every  week¬ 
end  for  live  performances  of  the  world-famous  and  the 
nation’s  oldest  continuous  radio  show,  with  such  stars 
as  Roy  Acuff,  Minnie  Pearl,  Porter  Wagner,  Bill  An¬ 
derson,  Barbara  Mandrell,  Loretta  Lynn,  Larry  Gatlin 
and  Dolly  Parton. 

Right  next  door  to  Opryland  Hotel,  but  insulated 
from  it  by  a  verdant  forest  screen  is  Opryland  U.S.A. ,  a 
100  acre  musical  entertainment  park  featuring  white 
water  rafting  and  bluegrass  bands.  Fourteen  fully- 
staged  musical  productions,  featuring  more  than  400 
high-spirited  young  singers,  dancers  and  musicians, 
Opryland  is  American  music  past  and  present.  Pop, 
folk,  Dixieland,  bluegrass  and  country  .  .  .  rock  and 
Broadway,  plus  almost  a  score  of  mild-to-wild  rides .  .  . 
all  in  a  spot  of  great  natural  beauty  on  the  banks  of  the 
Cumberland  River. 

For  the  history-minded,  Belle  Meade  Mansion  and 
Andrew  Jackson’s  “Heritage,”  offer  glimpses  of 
Nashville’s  past.  The  Cumberland  Museum,  the  Cheek- 
wood  Fine  Arts  Museum  and  Botanical  Gardens  and  the 
Tennessee  State  Museum  can  fill  a  quiet  afternoon  with 
beauty.  Music  Square  and  the  Country  Music  Hall  of 
Fame  featuring  historic  films,  a  display  of  rare  in¬ 
struments,  costumes,  and  recordings  from  past  and 
present  are  always  popular  with  visitors  to  the  city. 

From  its  opening  in  1977,  the  Opryland  Hotel,  has 
been  a  model  of  the  grace  and  hospitality  that  char¬ 
acterized  the  antebellum  South.

Nashville — a  growth  center,  a  music  center,  a  popula¬ 
tion  center,  an  historical,  cultural  and  educational 
center  is  truly  in  the  center  of  things. 

And  at  the  center  of  Theta’s  56th  Grand  Convention 
is  the  Opryland  Hotel  where  you  will  find  “Gone  With 
the  Wind”  grandeur  in  every  aspect,  and  where  we  hope 
we  will  find  you  in  June  of  1984.

On  the  thirteen  member  Alpha  Upsilon  Advisory 
Board  one  has  served  8  years,  2  are  in  their  seventh  year, 
and  all  but  two  have  served  two  or  more  years.  Obvi¬ 
ously  there  is  satisfaction  in  what  they  are  doing. 

When  Julie  Jordan  Friedstrom  stepped  forward  to 
receive  the  award  for  the  top  advisory  board  in  the 
fraternity  at  the  last  Grand  Convention,  in  reality  she 
was  representing  all  advisors  who  are  giving  of  talent, 
time  and  resources  to  work  with  and  guide  the  102  col¬ 
lege  chapters.  Individual  collegians  whose  knowledge  of 
their  office,  and  whose  fraternity  understanding  and  ap¬ 
preciation  will  be  shaped  by  this  type  of  alumnae  con¬ 
tact  are  also  the  beneficiaries  of  the  adviser-collegian 
relationship. 

A  demographic  analysis  of  this  particular  advisory 
board  reveals  that  half  the  members  work  outside  their 
homes.  One  is  a  professor  of  law  at  Washburn’s  law 
school.  Another  is  facilities  coordinator  in  Washburn’s 
Student  Union.  Their  community  involvements  include 
membership  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Junior 
League,  PEO  and  various  professional  organizations.

A  salad 
supper  for  members  and  new  pledges  at  the  conclusion 
of  rush  week,  a  special  chapter  dinner  served  by  AB 
members,  a  buffet  luncheon  during  officer  transition 
workshop,  an  hors  d’oeuvres  spread  before  the  chapter 
Christmas  dinner  and  snacks  for  the  collegians  during 
finals  week,  speak  of  a  togetherness  and  camaraderie 
beyond  the  role  of  chapter  overseers. 

Chairman  Julie  Friedstrom  detailing  the  work  of  the 
board  said,  “Besides,  we  have  a  lot  of  fun,  and  a  lot  of 
laughter  along  the  way.  The  friendships  and  the  rewards 
of  working  with  so  many  wonderful  Thetas— both  colle¬ 
gians  and  alumnae — make  all  the  time  and  effort  worth¬ 
while.”

Two  early  members  of 
Beta  Psi  acclaimed  in 
Canadian  press

Beta  Psi  chapter  was  founded  at  McGill  University  in 
1932  and  two  of  its  most  prominent  early  day  members 
have  recently  been  the  subjects  of  two  Montreal  news¬ 
papers  for  their  contributions  to  Canadian  culture. 

Naomi  Jackson’s  picture,  along  with  ten  other  charter 
members,  hangs  on  the  Beta  Psi  apartment  wall.  Many 
Canadians  recognize  the  Jackson  name  as  belonging  to 
one  of  the  Group  of  Seven  artists.  A.  Y.  Jackson  was 
one  of  Canada’s  most  beloved  artists  as  well  as  being 
Naomi’s  favorite  uncle. 

In  an  article  appearing  in  the  Montreal  Gazette  last 
December,  Naomi  Jackson  talks  about  her  past  and  her 
relationship  with  her  uncle.  Now  73  years  old,  Naomi  is 
apparently  very  “ebullient,  peppery,  and  charismatic” 
according  to  Lawrence  Sabbath,  the  Gazette  reporter 
who  toured  the  A.  Y.  Jackson  Centennial  Art  Exhibi¬ 
tion  at  the  National  Art  Gallery  last  year— with  Naomi 
as  his  very  enthusiastic  and  knowledgeable  guide. 

Naomi  graduated  from  McGill  with  an  M.A.  in  art 
history  and  then  continued  on  to  Harvard  to  complete 
her  PhD.  Montreal  is  her  home  town  although  she  spent 
much  of  her  life  teaching  art  and  German  philology  at 
Canadian  and  American  universities.  She  is  a  world 
authority  on  the  sculptor,  Ernst  Barlach,  and  recently 
has  written  two  books  entitled:  A .  Y.  Jackson:  The  Ar¬ 
ticle  1927;  and  Young  A.  Y.  Jackson:  Lindsay  Evans ’ 
Memories  1902-1906. 

Naomi  herself  has  been  a  painter  all  her  life  and  con¬ 
tinues  to  sell  almost  all  her  works.  She  is  in  charge  of  all 
A.  Y.’s  papers  and  paintings  and  is  presently  writing  his 
biography. 

Margery  W.  Trenholme  was  also  one  of  the  first 
members  of  Beta  Psi  chapter,  coming  into  the  fraternity 
a  year  after  Naomi  Jackson.  Recently  in  a  local  Mon¬ 
treal  newspaper,  Miss  Trenholme  was  featured  for  hav¬ 
ing  devoted  33  years  of  excellent  service  as  chief 
librarian  and  secretary  of  the  Fraser-Hickson  Institute, 
one  of  Montreal’s  finest  libraries. 

In  an  article  by  Elaine  Cohen,  Miss  Trenholme  says 
she  “emphathises  with  college  youth  of  today  because 
when  she  graduated  in  1935  the  economic  climate  was 
also  bleak  and  jobs  were  scarce.  However,  thanks  to  the 
women’s  movement,  today’s  female  graduates  are  not 
barred  from  professional  careers.”  She  had  very  much 
wanted  to  be  a  lawyer  but  women  were  not  allowed  into 
the  bar  until  1941  in  Canada. 

Margery  Trenholme  has  now  retired  from  her  posi¬ 
tion  with  the  library  but  still  remains  active  in  commu¬ 
nity  affairs.  We  were  lucky  enough  to  have  her  visit 
again  this  year  at  our  51st  annual  Founders’  Day  cele¬ 
bration.  The  fraternity  bond,  says  Miss  Trenholme,  that 
marked  the  first  years  of  her  education  and  those  of  the 
other  founding  members  helped  them  to  realize  the 
value  of  community  spirit  and  education  in  their  lives.

Mary  Colvert  Carroll,  Beta  Tau,  past  president  of 
the  Philadelphia  Alumnae  Chapter,  is  a  volunteer  with 
few  equals.  In  June,  Mary  spoke  to  an  international  au¬ 
dience  in  Hamburg,  Germany,  a  group  of  leading  con¬ 
servationists  from  Europe  and  the  United  States.

Barbara  Hansen  graduated  from  UCLA  summa  cum 
laude  and  earned  her  Ph.D.  in  physiology  and  psy¬ 
chology  at  the  University  of  Washington.  She  was  asso¬ 
ciate  professor  in  the  schools  of  nursing  and  medicine 
for  five  years  at  Washington  and  most  recently  was  the 
associate  dean  for  graduate  studies  and  research  in  the 
nursing  school,  and  associate  professor  of  physiology  at 
the  medical  school  at  the  University  of  Michigan. 

During  her  tenure  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
School  of  Nursing  it  became  one  of  the  top  three  nurs¬ 
ing  schools  in  the  United  States  in  attracting  research 
funding. 

Research  planning  and  funding  will  be  among  Bar¬ 
bara  Hansen’s  administrative  responsibilities,  but  she 
does  not  intend  to  step  back  from  her  own  research  in 
nutrition  and  has  brought  with  her  from  the  University 
of  Michigan  a  project  underway  involving  research  on 
appetite  control  mechanisms  that  underline  obesity. 

Noting  that  women  are  increasingly  taking  positions 
in  university  administration,  Barbara  emphasizes  her 
belief  that  attainment  of  her  position  is  not  because  she 
is  a  woman,  but  because  women  are  now  more  prepared 
for  higher  positions.

Costumes,  acting  and  Nancy  Abernathy 
bring  Colonial  history  to  life. 


Nancy  Abernathy,  the  Chapel  Hill,  NC  Public  Li¬ 
brary’s  bookmobile  librarian  assistant,  changes  her 
street  clothes  to  the  royal  brocade  of  an  Elizabethan 
woman  and  brings  to  life  the  clothing  and  customs  of 
people  who  lived  400  years  ago. 

The  same  fingers  that  take  control  of  the  gear  shift  in 
the  seven-ton,  bookmobile  move  skillfully  across  a 
harpsicord  or  psaltery. 

Nancy  sings,  dances,  plays  instruments,  and  can  break 
into  a  dialect  believed  to  be  that  of  16th  century  English 
people.  In  cooperation  with  the  National  Park  Service 
and  the  Chapel  Hill  Public  Library,  she  is  presenting  the 
show,  “The  Elizabethan,’’  for  schools  and  organiza¬ 
tions.  The  program  is  part  of  the  quadricentennial  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  English  colonization  of  North  Carolina 
from  1584  through  1587. 

The  idea  for  the  program  belongs  to  Nancy  Aber¬ 
nathy.  A  former  park  ranger  at  Fort  Raleigh  on 
Roanoke  Island,  she  worked  as  an  historian  and  musi¬ 
cian  for  the  park.  After  moving  to  Chapel  Hill  and 
taking  the  job  on  the  bookmobile,  she  saw  an  excellent 
way  of  arousing  young  people’s  interest  in  reading 
Colonial  history  and  at  the  same  time  increasing  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  400th  celebration  at  Fort  Raleigh. 

“I  wanted  to  offer  something  to  the  city,”  Nancy 
said,  “But  at  the  same  time  I  was  fulfilling  a  personal 
need.  I’m  enthralled  with  the  history.” 

Nancy  Abernathy  is  a  South  Dakota  native,  and  a 
member  of  Alpha  Rho  chapter  at  USD.  She  moved  to 
North  Carolina  in  1978  after  getting  a  job  at  Fort 
Raleigh.  The  park  service  needed  a  ranger  who  could 
perform  at  the  visitors  center’s  Elizabethan  room, 
which  is  bedecked  in  16th  century  style  with  the  fur¬ 


nishings  including  a  harpsichord. 

She  moved  to  Chapel  Hill  two  years  ago  but  did  not 
forget  her  meanderings  through  the  woods  at  Fort 
Raleigh.  Like  most  people  who  have  wandered  along  the 
beaches  and  forests  of  Roanoke  Island,  she  continues  to 
wonder  about  the  mystery  that  surrounds  North  Caro¬ 
lina’s  first  colony.  Former  Chapel  Hill  resident  and 
playwright  Paul  Green  was  so  inspired  by  the  mystery 
that  he  wrote  the  outdoor  drama,  “The  Lost  Colony.” 

Nancy  Abernathy  recreates  an  Elizabethan  person. 
She  tries  to  recapture  the  lives  of  the  colonists  in  order 
to  devise  a  realistic  theory  of  what  happened  to  the  col¬ 
onists  who  vanished.  The  only  known  records  for  the 
settlement  end  three  days  after  they  arrived  at  Roanoke. 

“I  feel  like  a  missionary  speaking  for  lost  souls,”  she 
said,  then  laughed.  “That  sounds  so  dramatic.”  Nancy 
has  designed  a  paper  doll  figure  puzzle  of  herself  and 
sends  that  to  the  schools  along  with  a  list  of  books  that 
students  can  study  before  she  makes  her  presentation. 

During  the  presentation,  she  dances  a  jig  and  shows 
the  students  how  to  do  ribbon  dances,  and  teaches  them 
songs. 

“I  cover  the  history  of  the  colony,  theories  of  what 
happened  to  the  colonists  and  then  ask  the  students  to 
come  up  with  their  own  theories,”  she  said. 

Nancy  Abernathy  has  become  a  bit  of  a  celebrity 
among  youngsters.  Even  without  her  16th-century  at¬ 
tire,  children  still  point  her  out.  She  now  wears  a  button 
that  reads,  “This  is  no  ordinary  person  you  are  dealing 
with.’’  She  said  the  most  rewarding  part  of  the  program 
is  hearing  the  students  inquire  after  books  about  the 
period,  costumes  and  music. 
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History  major 
finds  her  niche

The  life  of  a  college  student  is  hectic.  It  takes  good 
organization  to  find  time  for  studying,  attending  classes 
and  meetings,  and  having  a  social  life.  It’s  almost  like  a 
juggling  act.  It  would  be  nearly  impossible  to  manage  all 
of  that  plus  the  demanding  responsibilities  of  a  unique 
part-time  job. 

But  it’s  not  impossible  for  Olivia  Taylor,  a  Delta  Xi 
Theta  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Olivia  is  the 
assistant  director  of  the  Historic  Preservation  Society  of 
North  Carolina,  in  Raleigh. 

The  Historical  Society  informs  interested  persons 
about  the  preservation  of  homes  in  North  Carolina. 
There  are  1,400  members  in  this  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tion.  Olivia  became  involved  with  the  Historical  Society 
through  a  summer  internship  in  1982.  As  an  intern,  she 
worked  at  the  Lewis-Smith  House  in  Raleigh  where  she 
met  Anne  Greer,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Histori¬ 
cal  Society. 

After  completing  the  internship,  Olivia  was  hired  as 
assistant  director  of  the  Society.  Since  then  she  has  com¬ 
piled  and  distributed  printed  information  about  preser¬ 
vation  to  the  public.  Olivia  says  the  Society  is  a  public 
service  which  has  taught  her  valuable  skills  in  writing 
and  dealing  with  people. 

It  is  difficult  to  find  Olivia  relaxing  in  the  chapter 
house  because  she  travels  so  much.  She  presents  slide- 
shows  and  gives  speeches  to  civic  groups  around  the 
state.  And  then  her  office  is  28  miles  from  campus  in 
Chapel  Hill.  “I  have  to  manage  my  time  well,”  Olivia 
said.  “Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  I  don’t  have  classes  so  I 
work  from  about  9:00  to  6:00  those  days  and  every  Fri¬ 
day  afternoon  and  weekends. 

Olivia  also  helps  plan  regional  preservation  work¬ 
shops.  These  are  held  in  several  North  Carolina  towns 
and  are  directed  to  the  specific  needs  of  those  towns. 

A  history  major  from  Rockingham,  NC,  Olivia  will 
graduate  from  UNC  in  December.  “Now  I  feel  more 
certain  about  my  career.  The  Historical  Society  has 
given  me  a  way  to  apply  my  knowledge  and  interest  in 
history.  People  used  to  ask  me,  ‘What  can  you  do  with  a 
history  major  except  teach?’  ”  She  added,  “If  I  had  a 
dollar  for  every  time  I  heard  that,  then  I  wouldn’t  need 
a  job.  But  now  I  can  use  my  major  in  my  career. 

One  period  she  is  especially  interested  in  is  the  Civil 
War.  “I’m  not  concerned  with  the  way  itself,”  Olivia 
said,  “but  instead,  its  effect  on  people.  A  war  begins,  a 
war  ends.  But  once  the  war  is  over,  what  happens  to  the 
people  involved?” 

It’s  easy  to  see  Olivia  enjoys  her  work.  She  explains, 
“It’s  exciting  to  try  to  piece  together  the  past — to  un¬ 
cover  the  story  the  past  reveals.”

“It’s  a  nearly  incredible  success  story,”  says  author 
Jean  MacKellar,  “of  a  woman  who  spent  a  dreadful 
childhood  in  an  orphanage  in  the  Congo,  and  emerged 
from  that  misery  to  become  a  major  political  figure  in 
French  speaking  Africa.  The  Black  Pasionaria,  Andree 
Blouin  is  not  well  known  in  the  United  States,  although 
she  was  written  up  in  TIME  magazine  several  times. 
But  in  the  European  press  she  was  often  referred  to  as 
the  Madame  de  Stael  of  the  African  independence 
movement.  The  title  of  the  book  refers  to  the  way  she 
takes  the  whole  continent  as  her  country. 

She  is  particularly  concerned  with  women’s  issues  and 
in  the  early  sixties  organized  a  movement  involving 
many  thousands  of  women,  seeking  to  abolish  the 
dowry  and  polygamy  and  other  forms  of  their  oppres¬ 
sion.  Later  she  became  Chief  of  Protocol  for  Patrice 
Lumumba. 

However,  the  book  is  much  more  a  human  interest 
document  than  an  account  of  political  events.  The  turn¬ 
ing  point  in  Andree  Blouin’s  life  was  when  she  lost  her 
little  son,  who  had  malaria,  because  quinine  was  re¬ 
served  only  for  whites.  The  fact  that  the  child’s  father 
and  grandfather  were  white  did  not  count.  It  was  then 
the  bereaved  mother  began  to  fight  for  the  women  of 
her  continent. 

The  book  contains  16  pages  of  photographs.  The 
author  and  her  subject  became  friends  in  Paris  in  the 
seventies.  Jean  MacKellar  lived  in  France  for  12  years 
and  still  keeps  an  apartment  in  Montparnasse. 
However,  she  spends  most  of  her  time  in  her  home  in 
the  hills  of  Berkeley,  CA.

The  editor  of  this  textbook  for  professionals  in  the 
nursing  field  was  a  recipient  of  a  Foundation  graduate 
scholarship  in  1958.  Susan  Shanks  writes,  “Because  she 
was  confined  to  a  wheelchair  after  polio,  the  scholarship 
was  very  important  in  giving  me  the  encouragement  to 
continue  my  studies.” 

The  textbook  is  the  first  nursing  handbook  providing 
thorough  coverage  of  communication  disorders  in 
adults. 

This  textbook  is  described  as  a  comprehensive  profes¬ 
sional  handbook  for  nurses  working  with  communi¬ 
catively  handicapped  children,  featuring  six  chapters 
written  by  acknowledged  leaders  from  the  fields  of  com¬ 
munication  disorders  and  nursing.  Susan  Shanks  has 
also  edited  a  handbook  on  the  handling  of  adult  com¬ 
munication  disorders.

A  FOUR  YEAR  Toxicology  program  has  been 
established  within  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at  Northeast 
Louisiana  University.  It  is  one  of  only  five  such  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  nation.  Authorities  estimate  that  5,000 
bachelor  degree  toxicologists  will  be  needed  in  the  1980s 
but  only  about  100  are  graduated  annually. 

GETTYSBURG  COLLEGE  moved  190,000  books 
from  the  old  library  to  the  new  library  in  one  morning 
via  a  “book  bucket  brigade.”  The  1200  volunteers — 
students,  faculty,  and  staff — saved  $20,000  in  moving 
expense. 

An  anonymous  donor  offered 
to  pay  for  a  second  twin  if  the  first  paid  her  bills  at  Lake 
Erie  College  (Ohio).  Three  sets  of  twins  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  so  far.  ( People ) 

CHAIN  RESTAURANT  managers  will  be  trained  at 
Michigan  State’s  School  of  Hotel,  Restaurant,  and  In¬ 
stitutional  Management  under  a  five-year  grant  of 
$375,000  from  the  PepsiCo  Foundation.  It  is  said  to  be 
the  first  undergraduate  and  graduate  program  in  chain 
restaurant  management.  (Chronicle  of  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion) 

OHIO  STATE’S  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine  is  en¬ 
couraging  vets  to  stimulate  interest  among  high  school 
students.  Veterinary  students  have  been  on  the  decline 
for  about  10  years. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS.  The  infant  son  of  the  Prince 
and  Princess  of  Wales  received  an  honorary  scholarship 
and  a  blue  football  jersey  from  Auburn  University.  The 
athletic  director  pointed  out  that  the  jersey  was  similar 
to  ones  that  orbited  the  earth  in  the  space  shuttle 
Columbia  as  the  crew,  Mattingly  and  Hartsfield,  are 
Auburn  alumni.  (Chronicle) 
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THE  FIRST  WOMAN  to  be  head  coach  of  a  men’s 
swimming  team  at  a  major  university  has  been  named  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

THE  FLYING  HIGH  CIRCUS  of  Florida  State  cele¬ 
brated  its  35th  anniversary  recently.  The  circus  has  no 
animals  but  the  students  present  everything  else  usually 
found  under  the  big  top — tumbling  acts,  clowns,  tight¬ 
rope  walkers,  stunt  riders  on  bicycles,  and  trapeze  art¬ 
ists. 

WORKING  AROUND  THE  CLOCK,  students  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  monitor  the  university’s  satellite 
which  is  designed  to  study  how  the  sun  creates  and  de¬ 
stroys  ozone  in  the  earth’s  upper  atmosphere.  It  orbits 
the  earth  more  than  300  miles  up.  (Chronicle) 

MAJOR  RESEARCH  on  Basques  in  the  U.S.  is  headed 
by  the  Center  for  Basque  Studies  at  the  University  of 
Nevada/Reno.  The  Center  houses  12,000  volumes, 
many  rare  items,  and  is  supervising  the  compilation  of 
an  English-Basque  dictionary.  The  largest  colonies  of 
Basques  are  in  California,  Nevada,  and  Idaho. 

EXERCISE  INSTEAD  OF  LUNCH  is  an  aerobics  class 
at  the  University  of  Nebraska.  They  plan  to  add  pro¬ 
grams  on  how  to  stop  smoking,  assertiveness,  and  stress 
management. 

A  CHESS  TOURNAMENT  was  held  in  Pittsburgh  be¬ 
tween  humans  and  computers  during  the  national  con¬ 
ference  of  the  American  Association  of  Artificial  Intel¬ 
ligence  featuring  computers  and  robotics.  The  humans 
won. 

FISK  UNIVERSITY  has  received  the  musical  collection 
of  Thomas  A  Dorsey,  composer  of  “Peace  in  the 
Valley”  and  “Precious  Lord.”  Dorsey  is  a  member  of 
the  Gospel  Hall  of  Fame. 


FOLKLORE  about  lost  mines,  gambling,  and  prospec¬ 
tors’  legends  is  being  collected  at  the  University  of 
Nevada/Las  Vegas.  Much  of  this  Southwest  folklore 
will  become  part  of  an  encyclopedia  of  American 
folklore  that  has  been  in  production  at  UCLA  for  nearly 
25  years. 

EMPLOYERS  interested  in  hiring  University  of  Cali¬ 
fornia/Irvine  graduates  with  MBA  degrees  are  able  to 
view  the  graduates  in  videotaped  interviews.  If  the  pilot 
program  is  successful,  tapes  of  candidates  in  other  man¬ 
agement  fields  will  be  added. 

RUSH  ADS.  Delta  Tau  Delta  at  the  University  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati  invested  $200  in  14  spot  ads  on  WKRQ-FM 
radio  telling  freshmen  men,  “You  gotta  see  Delts.” 

“HISTORIAE  COELESTIS,”  by  astronomer  John 
Flamsteed  and  published  in  1712,  has  been  given  to  the 
University  of  Illinois  Rare  Book  Room.  The  rarity  of 
the  “Historiae”  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  one  of  60 
volumes  to  escape  destruction  by  the  author.  Edmund 
Halley  (first  observer  of  Halley’s  Comet)  and  Isaac 
Newton  coerced  Flamsteed  into  turning  over  his  obser¬ 
vations  to  them  before  he  had  finished  his  studies.  They 
were  later  edited  by  Halley  who  added  information 
which  Flamsteed  considered  unacceptable.  He  obtained 
and  burned  300  of  the  400  volumes  printed  and  his  wife 
destroyed  an  additional  40  volumes  after  his  death. 

ARIZONA  STATE  has  installed  an  automatic  tele¬ 
phone  answering  device  which  provides  callers  with  a 
one-minute  message  highlighting  the  day’s  activities  on 
campus.  The  message  can  contain  data  about  class 
schedules,  road  closures,  and  other  emergency  situa¬ 
tions.  On  football  days,  it  can  suggest  the  best  routes  to 
the  stadium  and  where  to  park. 

IT  IS  ESTIMATED  that  one  college  in  America  has 
gone  out  of  existence  or  merged  with  another  every  31 
days  since  1974.  (Robert  E.  McBride,  Simpson  College 
President) 

MILLIKIN  students  teeter-tottered  for  five  days  to  raise 
money  for  Decatur’s  Alcoholism  Council. 

FRED  ROGERS,  of  “Mister  Rogers’  Neighborhood” 
has  been  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate  of  humane  let¬ 
ters  by  Slippery  Rock  State  College  (Pa.),  the  first  such 
honor  the  college  has  bestowed  in  its  93  year  history. 
Rogers  was  cited  for  helping  children  grow  intellectually 
and  emotionally. 

ESOP  HELP.  Alpha  Chi  Rho  and  Theta  Phi  Alpha  at 
the  University  of  Steubenville  sponsored  a  dance  to  raise 
funds  for  Weirton  Steel’s  Employee  Stock  Option  Plan 
which  seeks  to  buy  the  steel  plant. 

BELL  LABS  has  announced  a  $2-million  fellowship 
program  beginning  next  fall.  Each  year  25  doctoral 
students  in  such  fields  as  electrical  engineering,  com¬ 
puter  science,  physics,  and  chemistry  will  be  awarded 


$20,000  a  year  for  four  years.  (Chronicle  of  Higher 
Education) 

KAPPA  SIGMAS  at  Missouri/Rolla  restored  an  old 
church  as  a  recreation  center  for  the  elderly  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

A  MUSICAL  CHAIRS  contest  was  staged  by  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Board  at  the  University  of  Missouri.  Beginning 
with  120  contestants  and  119  chairs,  the  contest  raised 
$175  for  scholarships. 

KANSAS  STATE  hired  students  to  hand-deliver  grades 
at  a  cost  of  $400.  Mailing  the  grades  to  students  had  cost 
$4,000. 

LAWRENCE  WELK  has  donated  $500,000  worth  of 
stage  equipment  to  the  drama  department  of  San  Diego 
State.  The  gift  includes  more  than  100  backdrops  and 
sets  used  on  Mr.  Welk’s  TV  show. 

A  COMPUTER  TERMINAL  in  every  dorm  room  is 
planned  by  Union  College,  a  Seventh-day  Adventist  col¬ 
lege  in  Nebraska. 

A  BARBED  WIRE  collection  valued  at  $7,500  has 
been  given  to  the  University  of  Wyoming’s  American 
Heritage  Center  by  the  former  editors  of  The  Interna¬ 
tional  Barbed  Wire  Gazette ,  a  publication  for  collectors 
of  the  material. 

SIGMA  PHI  EPSILON  members  from  Penn  State  and 
West  Virginia  University  ran  the  game  ball  200  miles 
from  State  College,  Pa.  to  Morgantown,  W.Va.  for  the 
football  game  between  the  two  teams.  Money  collected 
from  sponsors  was  given  to  the  Special  Olympics. 

UNIVERSITIES,  such  as  Cornell  and  Iowa,  have  their 
own  travel  agencies  on  campus  to  arrange  official  travel 
at  lowest  costs.  It  is  estimated  that  20%  savings  can 
result  from  careful  planning  of  trips. 

THE  PROPORTION  of  high  school  graduates  taking 
the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  ranges  from  2%  in  South 
Dakota  to  69%  in  Connecticut.

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Dear  Foundation  Trustees, 

Attached  is  my  check  in  the  amount  of  twenty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  to  establish  the  L.  Pearle  Green  Scholar¬ 
ship.  I  am  grateful  to  the  trustees  of  the  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  Foundation,  through  its  Educational  Trust  Fund, 
for  affording  me  the  opportunity  to  honor  a  Theta  who 
meant  so  very  much  to  my  fraternity  and  to  me  per¬ 
sonally. 

During  my  college  years  when  she  visited  my  chapter, 
I  was  privileged  to  learn  first  hand  of  her  executive  abil¬ 
ity,  her  logical  thinking,  her  fairness,  and  her  wide 
knowledge  of  our  fraternity  and  Panhellenic.  Her  wise 
and  understanding  heart  made  her  always  responsive  to 
a  chapter’s  call  for  help.  Once  she  told  us  that  to  accept 
a  responsibility  in  Theta  was  to  assume  a  sacred  obliga¬ 
tion.  This  thought  has  remained  with  me  always  and  I 
have  often  wished  that  all  Thetas  could  have  had  her 
continuing  devotion  to  Theta  principles  and  ideals. 

Personally,  I  am  indebted  to  L.  Pearle  Green  for 
something  of  greatest  importance  to  me— my  initiation 
into  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  I  pledged  during  World  War  I 
but  was  never  able  to  meet  the  University’s  initiation  re¬ 
quirements  of  three  consecutive  terms  with  a  certain 
grade  average.  I  was  unable  to  complete  three  con¬ 
secutive  terms  because  my  family  joined  my  father,  a 
doctor  serving  as  an  Inspector  with  the  American  Red 
Cross.  Then  too,  the  University  closed  during  the  1918 
influenza  epidemic. 

After  I  married,  I  served  the  chapter  in  every  way 
possible  as  a  friend  and  patroness.  Miss  Green,  when 
visiting  in  1930,  was  impressed  by  the  fall  rush  and  con¬ 
gratulated  those  in  charge,  when  told  several  of  us 
assisting  had  never  been  initiated,  she  learned  the  details 
of  the  “casualties  of  the  three  consecutive  terms  rul¬ 


ing.”  Upon  her  return  to  her  office  in  Ithica,  she  wrote 
the  alumna  adviser  that  our  initiation  had  been  ap¬ 
proved.  That  made  possible  what  had  been  for  me  an 
impossible  dream. 

In  addition  to  rewarding  a  worthy  and  deserving 
undergraduate,  I  do  hope  this  annual  scholarship  and 
attendant  publicity  will  mean  that  Thetas  through  the 
years  will  continue  to  learn  of  Miss  Green’s  significant 
and  devoted  service  to  Theta.  Such  knowledge  will  be  a 
potent  challenge  to  all  members  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

I  would  like  for  this  scholarship  to  be  awarded  to  an 
outstanding  and  deserving  Theta  undergraduate  who  ex¬ 
emplifies  some  of  the  significant  qualities  of  L.  Pearle 
Green.  She  should  be  known  as  the  L.  Pearle  Green 
Scholar.  The  suggestion  that  she  be  selected  from 
among  district  nominees  not  chosen  as  the  Founders’ 
Memorial  Scholars  seems  to  be  an  excellent  idea. 

I  appreciate  greatly  your  cooperation  in  the  creation 
of  this  new  scholarship  which  means  so  very  much  to  me 
and  which  I  fervently  hope  will  mean  much  to  other 
Thetas  in  the  years  to  come.
